LETTER FROM MRS. BOARDMAN, OF THE 

BURMAN MISSION, TO MRS. B , OF 

SALEM, 

Detailing the exposures and losses of her 
family on their settlement at Maulaming. 
Maulaming, Nov. 3, 1827. 
My very dear Friend, 

Though no opportunity of sending to 
Bengal offers at present, yet | will com- 
mence a letter, as we are often in extreme 
haste at the time of sending. In many 
instances interesting particulars have 
been omitted on this account. 

When I last wrote to you, we had just 
found ourselves comfortably settled in 
our little cottage, diligently pursuing the 
study of the language. I had but recently 
recovered from asevere illness, and our 
dear little girl was then suffering from a 
similar complaint. Through the abundant 
mercy of our heavenly Father, she is now 
quite restored to health, and my partner 
and myself are also enjoying this great 
blessing. We have no reason to think 
that the constitution of either of us has 
suffered any unfavourable change since 
we left our native land; on the contrary, 
the climate seems more congenial to us 
i think I have, in letters to other friends, 
spoken of the productions, climate, &c. 
of this place. I have hitherto refrained 
from letting you know the extreme loneli- 
ness of our situation, and the constant 
danger to which we have been exposed. 
I knew that the mention of these things, 
would fill the hearts of my parents and 
friends with anxious fears and forebo- 
dings. And I knew that you, my dear 
friend, would weep when thinking of 
your Sarah in such circumstances. While 
we were favoured with tranquility and 
peace of mind ourselves, we chose that 
you should remain in ignorance of our 
danger. But as our situation is now 
more favourable and pleasant, | may 
mention some circumstances that you 
will probably be interested to hear. 

Maulaming, the place of our residence, 
is separated from the Burman province 
of Martaban, only by a river. The op- 
posite side is the refuge of robbers, who 
come over in parties, 20 or 30 in number, 
armed with muskets, spears, knives, &c. 
Thus equipped, they break into houses 
in the most darmg manner, seize every 
thing valuable, and retreat immediately 
with their booty to the other side, where 
they are entirely out of the British power. 
‘They have, in one or two instances, sur- 
prised and destroyed small villages that 
were leftunguarded. And in one place, 
they even attacked a guard of seapoys. 
In some cases, persons by attempting to 
defend themselves and retain their prop- 
erty, have fallen victims to the cruelty of 
these monsters. ‘Thus surrounded by 
dangers, we lived alone, in a house of 
such frail materials that it could be cut 
open in any part with a pair of scissors,* 
in the midst of a desolate wood, and at 
some little distance even from a Burman 
neighbour. There was then, not one 
person in the Burman village, in whom we 
could place the least confidence. It was 
even intimated to us, that the head man 
of the village, had, in former times, been 
at the head of a party of robbers. The 
military cantonements are about g mile 
distant, and we are the only Europeans 
living outside. Before we took up our 
abode here, Sir Archibald Campbell inti- 
mated that some danger might be appre- 
hended from wild beasts and robbers if 
we built without the cantonements, and

COMMUNION. 


No people were ever made, to bear im- 
putations more grievous to honourable 
and generous feeling, than the Baptists, 
on account of their close communion. 
We are often publicly charged with a 
degree of bigotry and intolerance which 
can find no parallel except in the darkest 
ages ; and the amount of odium which is 
thus turned upon us might seem too much 


many, were we not well supported by the 
rectitude of our cause. We are account- 
ed churlish and morose, a people of self- 
ish habits, and unneighbourly conduct, 
whilst our sister denominations are so 
much offended and disobliged by our re- 
strictive course, that we ought to fear lest 
they should become inexorable, and fi- 
nally refuse our invitation to commune 
when we shall have come so nearly to 
our senses, as to solicit from them sucha 
favour. We may certainly have just rea- 
son to dread, that no future concessions 
will be sufficient to pacify the indigna- 
tion of those whom we haye solong pr:- 
voked by our disregard to good manners. 
We have abrogated all our claiins to their 
futare courtesies, by the use of that pro- 
scriptive system which has fenced our ta- 
bles. Iftherefore we have assumed an 
untenable position, it should be abandon- 
ed as soon as possible, and the terms of 
conciliation should be held out to our of- 
fended brethren. Up to this time, how- 
ever, we have not been able to detect the 
least injustice in the ground which we 
occupy on the subject of close communion. 
The demand which is made upon us to 
render our communion-tables accessible 
to other denominations than our own, is, 

In the first place unequal and unfair. 
Were it not for our views and conscien- 
tious opinions in relation to the mode and 
subject of baptism, we might as well melt 
away as a denomination, and lose our-

It is even 
more than this. The demand of free 
communion which isso often urged against 
us involves a concession which our good 
Pedobaptist brethren have never yet 
_made themselves, and which we suspect 
‘they never will make. It is nothing less 
than this, That baptism is pot a pre-re- 
quisite to the Lord’s Supper. efore 
‘they require this concession of they 
ought to set us the example, a first 
make the same allowanee. But have they 
done this? Will they ever do it? Itis 
disingenuous, to say the least of it, to ex- 
act from others what we are unwilling to 
grant in the same circumstances. 

In the second place, if we, from the 
most assured sense of duty, are bound to 
give all possible prevalence to our views, 
then must we disallow promiscuous com- 
munion, We learn froma highly respect- 
able source, that the Baptist denomination 
in England, have gained nothing by the 
prevalence of open communion §senti- 
ments. On the other hand, it would ap- 
pear thatthey have even lost ground. 
Che returns from several of their most 
considerable Associations as lately pub- 
lished in this paper, exhibited a meagre 
increase. ‘The highest number added to 
any one Association, was 180. The 
church and congregation of Mr. Hall, who 
is acknowledged on all hands to possess 
extraordinary merits both as a man and a 
highly gifted pulpit orator, is but a small 
community, compared with those of very 
inferior men. Of other churches in 
which the same sentiment exists, we un- 
derstand similar things, and are induced 
to apprehend a sad retrogression, in the 
cause of Baptist views in England. Ma- 
ny of their most intelligent and liberal 
men, ascribe this decay to the influence 
ofopen communion sentiments. And is 
it wonderful? If Baptists give up the 
contest for the ancient and- apostolic rite 
of Baptism, who will maintain it? But 
we are not a littleamused at the whim- 
sical attachment which some of our Pe- 
dobaptist friends manifested towards Hall 
on Communion. Would apy body believe 
that this book is at open variance with the 
whole Pedobaptist world ? Yet such is 
the fact. The hinge upon which the 
whole of Mr. Iall’s argument turns, is 
in direct contradiction to the creed and 
practice of all their churches. He builds 
his entire structure upon the assumption 
that baptism does not necessarily precede 
lcommunion. ‘The reverse of this, is what 
‘these fond admirers universally assert, 
How can they relish Hall? Ded they ev- 
er read his book ? 

We shall not be thought to entertain 
unfriendly suspicions, should we mention 
in the third instance, our apprehensions 
that free communion would not be a very 
welcome thing to many of our sister de- 
nominations. 

We have heard ofa townin Massachu- 
setts,inwhicha gentleman united him- 
self with the Baptist church there, on the 
express condition that he should be al- 
lowed to commune in the Congregational 
church. The first time he applied for 
admission to the table, he was interroga- 
ted and counselled to the following effect. 
-* Are you not a Baptist? Yes: Then 
you had better commune im your own 
church.” Another case in point is with- 
in our own knowledge. The Rev. Isaac 
Chase in the city of New York, has been 
for sevetal years, the pastor of a free com- 
|munion Baptist church. He is placed 
‘amidst opulent, and large churches, many 
of the ministers and members of which, 
are known to have declaimed loudly. 
against us for our glose communion. But 
‘the thanks that he has received from 
them for his liberality, is.the privilege of 
passing quietly on without their aid or 
patronage. It is stated that he is unable 
to obtain even an ordinary compensation 
for his services, and that the Society yet 
stauds indebted for their meeting house.

FROM THE THEATRE OF WAR, 


Londun dates of Saturday evening, half 
past 7, publish the following Russian Bullet- 
ins. It must be remembered that the Rus- 
sians tell their story 10 their owo way in their 
bulletins. 


RUSSIAN BULLETINS. 


Ata late hour this afternoon we received 
three bulletins of the Russian army. The 
first dated Choumla, August 7, aod contained 
an account of the operations which are car- 
rying on againsi that fortress. Nothimg re- 
markable nad, however taken place since the 
departure of the Emperor, with the exception 
of a cannonading between the tirailleurs of 
the Russian advanced p sts and the Turkish 
tirailleurs. ihe Russian po-ition had been 
completely fortified. The Turkish positions 
had been reconnoitred. and it was found that 
they had, upon a chain of heights which 
touched their left flank, vast entrenchments, 
flanked by bastions. It was rumoured that 
Choumla was in want of provisions, and espe- 
cially of forage for the cavalry, which bad not 
quitted the fortress. 

The second bulletin is dated Varna, Aug. 
11, and it details the operations of the Rus- 
sian fleet and army against thai fortress. On 
the evening of the 7th the Turks mde a vig- 
orous sally to drive ibe Russians from the po- 
sition; but, after a murderous conflict, which 
lasted until suoset, they were repulsed, and 
retired into the place, aiter suffering a severe 
loss. During the night of the 7th to the 
morning of the &th, the Russ:an flotiila made 
an attack on that of the Turks, aod, notwith- 
standing a desperate resistance, succeeded in 
capturing and towing to the fleet fourteen ves- 
sels, besides cannon and ammunition. The 
Russians lost in this affair four men kil ed and 
27 wounded. 

On the 9th the Turks made afresh attempt 
to dislodge the Russians from their positions, 
but they were repulsed and pursued to the 
foot Lf the ramparts. In these sorties the 
Russians had 25 men killed and 37 wounded. 
The Turks, tis added, had been emploveu 
two whole daysin burying their dead. The 
Russians claim to have been equally success- 
fulin resisting the sorties of the garrison of 
Silistria 


Frontiers of Poland, August 19.—It is said, 
that the Grand Duke Constantine has receiv 
ed directions from the Emperor, bis brother, 
to put in motion, as soon as possible, a corps 
of 30,000 men of the Polish army. 


Odessa, Aug. 13—Last Sunday the Empe- 
ror cane to the residence o' her Majesty the 
Empress,io ties town, 1 order to attend di- 
vine service. His majesty afterwards gave a 
private audience to Lord Heytesbury, the 
British Ambassador Extraordinary, who ari- 
ved here on the 9th, afier which tis Excellen- 
cy bad the honour to be presented to her Ma 
jesty the Empress and to the Grand Duke 
Michael. 

Odessa, August 14. We hear that bis Ma- 
jesty will set ou: on the 22d to return to the 
army. It is certain that by that day all the 
reinforcements, which amount to dearly 85,- 
000 men, must have joined the army ef Shum- 
la, and that a grand attack will then be made, 
unless the operations, which will be carried 
on im the mean time, should have led to an 
earlier developement of the great crisis. 

The Prussian Officers who are with the Rus- 
sian army speak io high terms of the vaiour 
and sk liot the Turkish cavairy. Colonel 
Von Norlitz. on able cavalry officer, of the 
school of Blucher, who bad a mind to try bis 
strength wiih some of them, fost his servant 
onthe occasion, Another, in a -imilar re en- 
contre receiveda severe wound. The Turks 
still seem te use their crook sabres with ad- 
mirable skill. 

According to the new times, the Czar’s re- 
treat to Odessa was for the purpose of avoid- 
ing Lord Hevte-suny. His Lordship how- 
ever came up with the truant at Odessa, aod 
bad an interview with him. 

The Turks «re busy fortifying Sopa and 
Nissa and all the towns and defiles, 10 that di- 
rection.—They are making frequent incurs- 
ions frown Ghurgevoo and Widdin ioto Wal- 
lachia. By referring to our chart of Oct. 
Sth, the reader will see the position of these 
places. 

The French Journal des Debats says that 
Genera! Rudger’s position ai Eske Stamboul 
(on the road from Bazartic to Pravadee), gives 
him the command of the main road, and ena- 
bles him to cut off the communication from 
the capital to Chumla. This 1s not so—the 
Russian advance Guard are not on the main 
road, and will not be, till they reach Pravadee, 
nor wil. they then be able to intercept the 
supplies from Adrianople taChumla. — 

The Sultan is forming a vost reserve in the 
rear of the Balkan, south of Varna, in the 
neighbourhood of Aidos, and Ensinet: Balkan, 
whence he means to comest the pas-age of 
the Balkan. He is to command in person, as 
soon as he has seni off all (be necessary troops 
from the capital. 

Gallipoli, on the shores of the Hellespont is 
put on the war establishment, and two Pa- 
chas bave been sent to the castles of the Dar- 
danelles. 

When the Sultan was informed of the 
French expedition to the Morea, several coun- 
cils were held—in which it was -discussed 
whether war should not be declared against 
France. The question was not decided in the 
affirmative, but firmans were despatched to 
all the Pachas of the empire, and to the com- 
manders of maritime places; and tastly, to all 
the officers of his Highness, that they should 
hold themselves ready against apy surprises 
by the French, who were suspected of ad- 
hereiwg to the cause of the Infidels. —This 
was particularly addressed to the Pacha of 
Egypt, with a repetition of the order forbid- 
ding him to take any steps for the departure 
of bis troops from the Morea. 

The New Times, of Sept. 4th says— Letters 
from the Russian capital do not disguise the 
fact, that a new levy, of a very extensive 
kind, has been ordered, as well as that bodies

of disposable troops should be sent on to the 
theatre of war. It is also stated, that the los- 
ses of the Russians have been infinitely great- 
er thao ere in the bulletins, and that 
the hardships endured by the troops are of a 
most appalling nature.

| Balkan in 1828 is not to be accomplished, and 
if Varna should be able to stand out many 
| months longer, the Russians we presume will 
take up jheir winter quarters on the north side 
of the Danube. Even, should Shumla fail, 
the occupation of that position wiil be up- 
ten.ble, unless supplies can be procured 
through Varna. The war, has therefore ta- 
ken an uoexpected turn, and smail politicians
